: Some Relief to School 
Districts 


Last week a number of school 
district secretaries thoughout the 
Bow Valley received a letter from 
Mr J. P. McArthur, M. P. P., 
| Stating that after several months 
of negotiation with the C.P.R. 
on the part of himself and the 
Provincial Department of Educa- 
tion, the Company had agreed to 
give the sum of $10,500 for the 
purpose of relieving those school 
districts which were in financial 
difficulties owing to C.P.R. re- 
versions and exemptions. This 
money will be allocated early in 
the New Year by the Department 
of Education. 

This sum of $10,500 should 
afford some relief to the school 
districts throughout the block, 
bnt it must be realized that there 
are a large number of them. In 
the Rural Municipality of Bow 
Valley, comprising 18 square 
miles, there are no less than 13 
school districts, in a number of 
which the schools are closed down 
owing to lack of funds.

The Homemakers’ Clubs of Saskat- 
c-ewWan are ow wearing the third 
‘niversary of their first organization. 
In the fall ot 1910 a very few clubs 


| were organized in an informal way, in 


places along the main line « the C. P. 
R. In February, 1911, the delegates 
from these Clubs and izom several oth- 
er places in the Province, met in con- 
vention at Regina, During this ses- 
sion a constituti.n for the Clubs was 


adopted and things in general set on and 


a uniform basi. The name now 
borne by them was chosen—a name 
that, in the main, exptains the cbject 
of their existence. The motto: ‘For 
Home and Country’ is, perhars, a lit 
tle more explanatory. 

The number of Cus organized at 
present is in the neighborhood of six- 
ty, with about twenty more on the 
verge of organizaticn.

CHEAPER FENGE-POSTS 


Preservatives Prolong Life of Poorest 
Woods 

As a result of the many inquiries in 
regard to the preservative (reatment 
of fence-posts, the Forestry Branch, 
Ottawa, has low issued circular on 
this subject which can be had by : 
plying to the Director of Forestry. 
The variou methcds describe. of 
treating the posts with the preserva: 
tives are all illustrated by diagrams, 
and the appuratus requii:ed is simple 
and costs little. 

The great advantage of these treat- 
ments is that they keep, even cheap 
woods free frem decay for from ten 
to fifteen years. Many kinds of wood 
found in farmers’ wood lois will last, 
when used as poss, only four years or 
thereabouts, after treatm: , such as 
described, they la twice or three 
times, even four times long 

Creosote, which costs in Canada 
from ten to twenty-five cents a gallon 
is the best preservati When boil 
ing-hot creosote is applied liberally 
with a brush aint brush or white- 
wash brush, nce—t. the butts 
of well-seasoned posts from which the 


bark has been removed, it sinks into 
the wood for a distance of about a 
quarter of an inch. This should add 


at least ten years to the life of a post 


made from a non-durable wood, such 
as popl n, fir or spruce. Puis 
is not the’ best method, bur it is the 
simplest and, on a small scale, pr 
bably the cheapest Other methods 
require that ti- posts be kept covered 
in tanks of hot creosote for a longer 
or shorter 
Jesides ! ning the life of the 
the pr ative treatment also 
to reduce the cost of the posts 
in another way, for, 18 cheap local 
woods can b. used, the first cost and 
the cost of trausportation ae usually 
much lower than for cedar, oak or 
tamarack. Moreover, as posts will 


need to be set less often, the propor- 
tionate cost of setting the post will 
be less. Taking into account all the 
items that go to make up the cost of 
the post.,, and comparing this with 
the number of years it will last, it will 
be found, in the majority of cases, to 
be much less for treated posts,

Spring Seeding 


Now is the time for farmers to 
consider the question of a good 
seed grain supply for next spring 

The greater part of the grain 
in the West was harvested under 
idea’! conditions last fall and little 
difficulty should be met with in 
getting seed of strong vitality. 
Notwithstanding this there are 
some individuals and even sec- 
tions of the Western Provinces 
that were not so fortunate at har- 
vest time and now have s-ed of 
doubtful vitality in their granar- 
ies for the spring seeding. 

Seed of strong vitality makes a 
good start, helps to keep down 
the weeds and finally gives the 
big yield; while seed of poor vit- 
ality is a sure loss. 

Therefore evcry farmer who 
suspects the vitality of his seed 
should send a sample to the 
Dominion Government Seed 
Laboratory Calgary for a germin- 
ation test. In order that the re- 
port of this test may be of great- 
est value to the sender, prepara- 
tory to sending the sample he 
should first clean his seed as 
for seeding. Too often seed 
that 1s badly contaminated with 
weed seeds is sown. Every year 
the proportion of Western wheat 
and oats which contains wild oats 
is increasing. Such grain must 
take a lower grade because no 
satisfactory method of separating 
it has been devised. Samples of 
flax containing i5°/ of weed seeds 


are only too common: this 
amounts to approximately 200 
bushels of waste per car. When 


the cost of threshing, handling 
and freight on this useless mater- 
ial is added to the loss occasioned 
by the iajury to the growing crop, 
the net profit per acre is very 
materially lessened. 

Flax is the most badly contam- 
inated seed which the farmer 
sows, and since it is usually sown 
on new breaking his tand is pract- 


ically ruined at the start. Farm- 
ers who have clean farms, or 
farms free from some of the 


most troublesome weeds—wild 
oats, stinkweed, false flax, ball 
mustard, tumbling mustard, etc, 
should be very careful to sow 
only clean seed. 

The Seed Laboratory at Cal- 
gary is at the disposal of the 
farmers or the public, and it is 
oped that they will make use of 
it in their efforts to obtain a pure 
seed supply

ALL ARE JEALOUSLY GUARDED 


But, While the Dies Are Invariably 
Saved, the Steel Plates Are Melted 
Down and Become Some Part of the 
Armament of Uncle Sam’s Warships 


All of the notes, bonds, checks and 
miscellaneous issues of the govern- 
ment, including postage stamps, inter- 
nal revenue stamps and the different 
denominations of currency issued te 
national banks, are printed from en- 
graved plates in the bureau of engrav- 
ing and printing at Washington. 

The original dies are never destroy- 
ed. By a system of transferring the 
impression or design is passed from 
the die to a soft steel roll, which is 
later hardened. A bundred plates can 
be produced from one hard steel roll. 

All of this engraved wask receives 
the same supervision and is accounted 
for just as accurately as the securities 
that are printed therefrom. Every 
morning the plates are issued to the 
various printing divisions of the bu- 
reau, and in the evening, when the 
day's work is over, they are returned 
to the vaults of the custodian of dies, 
rolls and pilates, where they are count 
ed, checked and locked up with time 
locks. 

After approximately 50,000 impres- 
sions are printed from a steel plate it 
becomes useless as far as its original 
purpose is concerned. The delicately 
engraved lines and geometric lathe 
work become worn, and the portrait 
loses its detail. When the plate be 
comes so affected as to render it unfit 
for further satisfactory printing a du- 
plicnte is ordered to be made for 
printing future orders from the treas- 
ury department. The old plate is then 
canceled and laid aside, subsequently 
to be destroyed. 

This destruction, or, rather, trans 
formation, takes place just after the 
Ast of January each year under the di. 
rection of a committee appointed by 
the secretary of the treasury composed 
of three persons, one of whom repre- 
sents the secretary and acts as chair. 
man, another the commissioner of im 
ternal revenue and the third looking 
after the interests of the comptroller 
of the currency. 

Under instructions from the depart 
ment the committee makes a schedule 
in duplicate of all the canceled mate 
rial, the original list being retained by 
the committee to form a part of its re 
port to the secretary and the duplicate 
placed inside the box in which the 
plates are to be packed. The boxes 
are made to bold an average of 130 
pounds each. As each box is filled the 
cover is nailed on and the box num. 
bered and sealed with the treasury 
seal. The sealed boxes are then stored 
in the vaults of the bureau until such 
time as ts convenient for their convey- 
ance to the place of destruction, 

The committee recently reported to 
the secretary of the treasury the de 
struction of 4,326 pieces, weighing 
41,810 pounds—over twenty tons—with- 
drawn from the vaults. ‘To convey 
this vast amount of metal required the 
services of eight laborers and a team 
of draft horses attached to one of the 
huge money wagons of the bureau 
waking eight trips to the United States 
navy yard, where the cremation takes 
place in the foundry 

On arriving at ‘ts destination the 
committee directs the unloading. The 
boxes are removed from the wagon on 
to hand trucks end taken by elevator 
up to the floor leve! of the cupola door. 
The boxes are Lere opened, the carbon 
duplicate schedule removed and the 
plates again counted and checked as 
they are cast into the furnace. 

From the time the plates are taken 
from the vaults of the custodian unttl 
the last one is thrown into the fire they 
are under the watebful eyes of the 
members of the committee, who see 
that none goes astray, for if one or two 
of these plates should fall into tllegiti- 
mate hands and later be put to im- 
proper use it would probably cause 
considerable embarrassment to the gov, 
‘ernment. 

In order to ascertaln whether the de 
@truction has been complete, the com- 
mittee must wait until all the meted 
steel is drawn from the furnace and 
the cupola opened and cooled, The 
melted steel is poured into molds cov- 
ering a great variety of castings that 
eventually find their way to the arma- 
ment of our modern battleships,

weight then begins to increase and 
continues to do so steadily. 

Care should be taken when baby ts 
weighed always to do it before a meal, 
because if son irnes weighed before 
and sometimes after there may be a 
mistake as to the exact increase that 
has taken place Baby should always 
be weighed without any clothing on 
except the abdominal swathe and a 
light wrap. The weight of these 
should be deducted from the child's 
weight before this is written down, If 
baby is weighed in scales with a metal 
basin this should be warmed before 
the child is put into it or a flannel 


should cover it. 

After the first week baby should tn- 
steadily and gain in weight 
day, should soon recover what 
was lost during the first week and at 
ten days old should weigh as much 
as at birth. The average gain in 
weight of a thriving infant is about an 
ounce a day for the first two montha, 
Some babies gain more than this and 
put on weight very fast. 

Babies gain in weight most rapidly 
during the first three months, From 
the sixth to the ninth month the gain 
is slower, 

A baby if thriving should double Its 
birth weight at six months and treble 
it by the time it is a year old 

It is not necessary (unless baby is 
under a doctor's care and he orders it) 
to weigh oftener than once a week 
during the first six months. For the 
next six months, if the child is visibly 
thriving, once a fortnight is enough. 
During the second year, if the child is 
flourishing, it need not be weighed of-

PULP AND PAPER; 
A WESTERN MARKET 


Opportunities For Developing This In- 

* dustry to Meet Requirements 

of Western Papers 

The Western Prairies and the !n- 
terior and eastern parts of British 
Columbia are yet without a paper or 
pulp mill although approximately 
3,500 carloads of paper of all kinds 
passed into and through the city of 
Winnipeg during the year 1912 for 
use in Western Canada 

For the fiscal year ending the 31st 
of March, 1913, Canada imported 
paper and manufactures of paper, 
valued at $8,347,381, of which $1,804, 
158 came from the United Kingdom, 
and $5,743,103 from the United States. 

The 48 active mills in 1912 consum 
ed a total of 866,042 cords of raw ma- 
terial valued at $5,215,582, the tots! 
cut of Canada being 1,846,910 cords, 
valued at $$1,911,415, so that $980,868, 
or more than half the total was ex 
ported in manufactures to the United 
States. In other words Canada ex- 
ported enough pulpwood to supply 
G4 mills of the average capacity now 
operating, and for the quantity of 
cordwood exported the owners re- 
ceived $6,695,838, whereas, had the 
$80,868 cords of pulpwood been manu- 
factured in the Dominion it would 
have produced approximately 773,140 
tons of pulp which as the average 
price per ton of exported wood pulp 
in 1912 was $17.10, it would have 
realized $13,220,684. The actual price 
Tecelved was $6,695,883, showing a 
loss to the Dominion (which would In- 
elude profit to the manufacturer and 
the cost of converting the material 
into pulp) of $6,524,866, and undoubt- 
edly this cost of manufacture, in the 
form of wages, material, etc., would 
be a source of wealth to the country 
tm general. 

Available Timber 

In the interior and eastern parts of 
British Columbia, and more especially 
along the lines of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway through the Crow’s 
Nest Pass, as well as in the contral 
parts of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, there are large areas of 
suitable timber available. In addition 
to this there are nearby water 
powers and railway transport to make 
easily obtainable suitable locations 
for mills and economic methods of 
handling both the raw material and 
the finished product, 

The West so far appears to have 
been sadly neglected by the capitalist 
and manufacturer in this respect. 
With the continuation of only normal 
growth in population it can readily 
be seen that a large and increasing 
market is developing for paper and 
its various manufactures, Even with 
the cessation of the present export of 
the raw product millions of dollars 
annually would be earned in the coun- 
try, but to that mrust be added the 
fact that by far the larger area of the 
Dominion has not yet even been in- 
Vevtigated for this particular purpose.

It is safpr to go slow now 
and maintain a firm polley along 
national lines than to permit the large 
mills in Wisconsin and other points 
south of the line to exploit the Can.
